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BCC Caught In Communications Gap

In Part I of this series of ar- 
ticles the issues of college-county 
relations were discussed from 
the college’s viewpoint. The 
major,theme of statements by 
college officials was that a 
serious problem existed between 
BCC and the Broome County 
government. The county view of 
the problem is, of course, quite 
different. County officials 
maintain that no serious dif- 
ficulties exist: The problem, they 
maintain, is merely one of 
communications. 

David Gorman of the Broome 
County Law Department con- 
firmed the statements of BCC 
Vice President William Thaler in 
regards to the counties work- 
men’s compensation program. 
Broome Community College is 
not in debt to the state, nor is the 
college under state audit. The 
issue of insurance arose from the 
fact that BCC is included under a 
county-wide plan that places all 
employees under a single in 
surance rate. The state then pays 
the total county insurance. 
However recent state in- 
vestigations revealed that the 
county had been overpaid 
because low risk college _per- 
sonnel were paid the same work- 
men’s compensation rate as 
those workers with high risk jobs. 
Because of the strict county- 
college relationship, Gorman 
explained, BCC was unable to 
buy its own insurance and _ thus 
avoid the controversy. No 
definite solution for this problem 


has been reached. Gorman 
suggested two poéssibilities-First 
the county might change to 
an itemized group policy-a policy 
in which each group is evaluated 
for job risk and then insured at a 
specific rate. The second solution 
was brought up by County 
Executive Edwin Crawford at a 
recent coHege trustees meeting- 
BCC might be excluded from the 
county’s group policy and instead 
by given funds to buy its own 
insurance. Neither solution is 
favored over the other at this 
time. 

The county hiring policy is a 
more difficult problem. County 
Executive Crawford has stated 
that Broome County as a whole is 
“losing out in its recruitment of 
new personnel because of the low 
minimum salaries it pays. ..’’ As 
explained in the last issue, the 
difficulty arises from the fact 
that when hiring new personnel, 
the county is allowed to offer only 
the minimum salary budgeted 
for that position, despite the 
exerience or special abilities of 
the prospective employee. The 
BCC administrative program 
will suffer due to the inability to 
hire high quality people. 

Kenneth Meade of the Broome 
County Personnel Office sees the 
problem as one of com- 
munication. With the change in 
BCC administration, the hiring 
practices became confused, 
Meade said. The new college 
officials did not understand the 
procedures and no one in the 
county government explained it 
to them. As Meade explained it, a 
salary offer can be increased if 


New Courses 


Offered 


The expansion of the college’s 
Student Development Center has 
arrived in the form of an in- 
troductory psychology course 
which is being taught by BCC 
counselors. This course is ex- 
pected to be the first of many 
which are being formulated in 
the center’s drive to humanize 
the educational process. 

The course is discussion 
oriented. The format of. in- 
struction is designed to make the 
student’s educational experience 
as individualized as _ possible. 
Also, the instructors attempt to 
reduce the threat of written 
exams toa minimum. It is up to 
the student to determine what he 
feels is important for him to 
dearn. 

The course runs on a contract 
prading system. The student 
agrees with the instructor on the 
ways of evaluting the student’s 
work and on terminal dates for 
completion of assignments. If the 
student fulfills his obligations, he 
receives the grade for which he 
has contracted. If he does not 
fulfill the agreement, he may be 
pranted more time, be assigned a 
lower grade, or be denied credit 
for the course. 

In order to earn an A, the 


student must take four oral or 
take-home examinations, 
complete three projects, and 
have four class absences or less. 
To altain a B, he must take the 
four tests, complete two projects, 
and have six class absences or 
less. Toachieve aC, he must take 
the four examinations, complete 
one project, and have a 
maximum of eight class ab- 
sences. A student who fails to do 
any of the above receives an I. 

The course is voluntarily 
taught by Gary Reddig, BCC’s 
vice president for student affairs, 
along with counselors Alan 
Bennett, Sharon Kooman, and 
Gary Smith. The class has 36 
students who are divided into 
groups of nine per instructor. 

“We do know from. the 
research,’’.commented Reddig, 
‘that vou have more opportunity 
to bring about attitudinal 
changes and to. influence 
motivation of students in small 
groups. We are not saying they 
are going to learn more than they 
would ina traditional classroom 
setting, but we are convinced 
that the small group method wiil 
be more  énjoyable’ and 
stimulating learning ex- 
perience.” 


the proper process is followed. 
First, college officials submit the 
proposed increase to County 
Executive Crawford, who passes 
it on to the~personnel office and 
the county budget department. 
They review the proposal and 
sent their recommendations back 
to Crawford, who then sends the 
proposal to the Employees 
Committee of the county 
legislature. They review the 
evidence, decide whether to 
approve the salary increase, and 
send their decision back to 
Crawford, who relays it to the 
college. 

Meade explained that the new 
BCC administration had not been 
invited to the Employees Com- 
mittee’s meetings, nor had the 
reasons for-rejections of college 
requests been given out. When 
these difficulties are smoothed 
out, Mead believes the ‘‘com- 
munications gap”’ will disappear. 
The hiring policy is currently 
under review and may change at 
a future date. ; 

Thus far, the county has no 
solutions for either the work- 
men’s compensation or hiring 
policy issues. Yet county officials 
feel that if BCC is brought into 
the picture of county practices, 
the so-called problems will 
disappear. Lack of com- 
munications, not basic 
philosophical differences bet- 
ween college and county officials, 
is the difficulty.

Executive Edwin L. Crawford 
sent a letter to the Commission 
on Higher Education of~ the 
Middle States Association to 
request a meeting in which the 
accreditation of Broome Com- 
munity College would be 
discussed. The following passage 
from that letter concerns the 
counties sponsorship of B.C.C. 
and summarises the official 
county position toward Broome: 

“Broome County assumed 
sponsorship (of B.C.C.-Editor) 
over twenty years ago and chose 
to opperate the school under so- 
called ‘‘Plan A”’ which was one of 
the options available at that time. 
The Legislative body of Broome 
County has the responsibility for 
approving all budgets ona line by 
line basis for all departments and 
agencies of county government. 
Broome Community College is an 
agency of county government 
and sevures approval of its 
budget through the legislative 
process mentioned above,” Mr.

Crawford’s letter continues:. 
“In my opinion, the relation- 
ship between the county and the 
College for over twenty years has 
been excellent. The enclosed 
clipping illustrates a rare ex- 
ception (in my opinion) to the 
normal relationship. Contrary to 
the statements in the news article 
(Evening Press, November 4- 
editor), College Administrators 
have complete freedom to 
operate within the approved 
budget Under no cir- 
cumstances does the County 
Legislature become involved in 
any hiring at the College where 
the person. qualifies under ap- 
plicable Civil Service regulations 
and is hired at the minimum 


salary  provided.’’ (Note- 
emphasis in text-Editor) 
In response “to County 


Executive Crawford’s questions 
on the possible effect of the hiring 
policy on the colleges ac- 
creditation, Mr. H.R. Kells of the 
Middle States Association made 
the following reply on December 
3rd: 

“It is fair to say that quite a 
few of the evaluation teams 
which have visited SUNY 
colleges have recommended (not 
demanded or insisted upon) that 
a given college convert to Plan C. 
That is usually because in the 
judgement of the team, the 
college in question would func- 
tion better with the greater

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Bureaucracy 


The community college concept implies a college 
functioning within a community, being aided by the 
community and giving service in kind back to the 
community. A college attempting to run a community 
rather than cooperate with it would be a dismal 
failure. So too, would be a community attempting to 
runa college. Yet this is exactly the situation Broome 
Community College is faced with. College ad- 
ministrators find themselves faced with a 
bewildering maze of laws, by-laws, rules and 
procedures initiated by the county for the purpose of 
regulating BCC. Just as Sigmund Smith, William 
Thaler, Gary Reddig and Ronald Horvath would do a 
poor job trying to run Broome County, Ed Crawford 
and the county legislature are likely to botch the job 
of running BCC. Even if they haven’t yet hurt the 
college (a point open to debate), the potential exists. 
Theonlyway to get around this potential for abuse is to 
treat BCC as it really is— special project, not just 
another county department. Students who have been 
lost in the maze of college bureaucracy will ap- 
preciate the positions Broome Community College 
administrators if BCC becomes another government 
office. And these students had better appreciate this, 
because they will be hurt by such a development. 
Inability to hire a quality staff, to make important 
administrative decisions without county approval, 
and in short, the loss of self government for BCC 
would have two disastrous effects for students. First, 
they would be faced with a disgruntled, low paid, and 
possibly low quality staff (a situation that happily 
does not exist now; who could not provide an 
adequate education. Secondly, students graduating 
from BCC would, because of the poor staff, be in a 
position to be rejected by other colleges or employers 
because of an assumed inability to meet academic 
requirements. Let’s make our message clear to the 
county government: Broome Community College is 
not a branch of county government; instead it is a 
unique, beneficial and free element of the community 
and must be treated as such. 


Grading Policy 


BCC’s faculty recently met to vote on a new grading 
proposal presented by the college’s Task Force 
Committee on Grading Practices. The committee had 
suggested the elimination of the F, W, WP, WF and P 
marks, and the replacement of these with a no credit 
(NC) grade. In addition, the task force had recom- 
mended a double transcript system whereby NC’s 
would be recorded only on an internal transcript; 
outgoing records would not contain the names of 
courses in which a student failed to receive credit. 
The basic reasoning underlying the recommendation 
was that a student’s positive achievements should be 
accented. 

The faculty voted to make a few modifications in 
the system. The most significant of these 
modifications was the scratching of the double- 
transcript proposal. The external and _ internal 
records would be the same—NC’s would appear on all 
transcripts. 

Was the task force committee victorious? Ac- 
cording to Don Beach, the committee’s student 
representative, ‘‘The college community is definitely 
very far ahead with the NC. It moves us away from 
the idea of failure to the idea of success.”’ 

However, we believe that there is reason to doubt 
that anything really was gained through the 
proposition. If the committee was thinking in terms of 
stressing positive results, the plank which the faculty 
turned down was surely the most vital one. As a 
matter of fact, since the NC does not distinguish any 
reason for a student’s failure to receive credit, the 
result of the faculty vote may, in the end, accent 
negatives. Because the NC mark covers failures and 
withdrawals, a course withdrawal would be equated 
with an F on a student’s outgoing records. Thus, we 
think that the faculty essentially defeated the 
philosophy and the proposal when they opposed the 
double-transcript suggestion.

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Recently a campus club spent part of one of its 
meetings in admitted confusion to where their 
funds come from. Though they knew it had 
something to do with some sort_of ‘‘student 
association,” they had no conception of the 
specifics. They decided to try to get the facts 
from one of the officials of this alleged student 
government and promptly began to pool ideas 
together to determine who these officials were. 

The obvious absurdity of this is only symp- 
tomatic of an even greater absurdity on this 
campus. BCC is nothing more than a collection of 
separated groups ‘with no common connection— 
other than the fact that we all go to the same 
school. Upon entering BCC, we are divided up 
into greatly separated curriculums and then 
isolated even further into specific. clubs, ac- 
tivities, or other cliques (usually composed of 
old high school chums). Supposedly, this is one of 
the purposes of our student government - to 
provide common ground as a unifying factor to 
the separated student body. But due to an 
epidemic lack of attendance, student govern- 
ment falls far short of its purpose. 

It is interesting that this “‘epidemic’’ is not due 
to alack of interest-that is, apathy,-but rather, it 
is caused by an active disinterest. It is the good 
fortune of this campus that its citizens are 
predominately pseudo-intellectuals and com- 
mon-sense realists drowning themselves in their 
own worldly knowledge.

is why, in the age of Nixon, this campus is so 
anxious to attack and demean any doctrine put 
forth by President Sigmund Smith. 

The moronic logic of this might well be 
amusing were it not so widespread. Although it is 
commonly accepted that all ‘politics’? are 
somehow connected, the fact is that the word 
only implies, on the campus level, a desire to 
amalgamate student funds, and interests into a 
single source of control and thus create a single 
student voice. 


In this way it becomes possible for the students 
to spread and spend their interests and money as 
democratically as possible. It is, ‘ therefore, 
ultimately within the individual student’s power 
to create and finance organizations and ac- 
livities to satisfy his interests: Student Govern- 
ment also incourages its own effectiveness by 
establishing a unified, firm voice to-speak to our 
unavoidable colleagues and rivals (i.e. ad- 
ministration, county and faculty personnel) 
concerning college policies and decisions. The 
voice of 2,500 students within the relatively 
concentrated area of this campus cannot be as 
easily ignored by our administration as can the 
highly divided voice of an unseen public by 
Washington. 


But the pessimism prevails and the political 
expertise of our collective campus genius insists 
that, all told, ‘‘politics is still politics.’ Mean- 
while they complain about misused student 
aclivities funds, a tyrannical administration, an 
ineffective (and humorous) student government 
and anything else that substantiates the claim 
that BCC is only a half step up from high school. 
It gets easier all the time to advocate that the 
problems on this campus lie almost entirely in 
the student body. 
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Smith Sees Task Force as

On March 22, 1973, Dr. 
Sigmund Smith expressed to the 
faculty an intention to establish 
eight task forces at BCC. Com- 


posed of faculty, students, 
trustees, and community 
citizens, the forces would 


research, evaluate and outline 
recommendations for campus 
policies to the administration, 
Although they would have no 
power to actually establish 
campus policy, the task forces 
could provide the school with 
facts and reasoned recom- 
mendations which would serve as 
influential guidelines for ad- 
ministrative action. They would 
have the added advantage of 
being drawn up by a cross section 
of college personnel—thus 
reflecting the interests of the 
college more directly than a 
strictly administrative effort 
might. As these various task 
forces are now completing their 
work ‘and making their recom- 
mendations, President Smith 
discussed them in a recent in- 
terview with the FULCRUM. 


Interestingly, the task forces . 


were open to students who were 
given an equal voice, vote, and 
work load. Smith commended the 
efforts of Don Beach, a student 


_who had worked on the Task 


Force on Grading Policies.

Beach played a consistently 
active role in the development of 
the recent recommendations of 
the task force. Smith cited him as 
an example of an interested and 
devoted student grasping a voice 
in campus policies—an example 
of the opportunity for-an effective 
student voice in administrative 
affairs. 

Presently in the college 
mainstream are the recom- 
mendations of the Task Force to 
Develop Grading Practices. 
Established to outline grading 
practices that would ‘‘embrace 
the notion of success,”’ the force 
purposed an impressive system 
which would eliminate the F 
grade and student dismissal on 
thh grounds of grades, among 
other policies which would 
acutely benefit and encourage 
the individual student. Smith 
expressed great satisfaction with 
the proposals which were 
recently approved at a special 
faculty meeting. Continually 
expressing concern that many of 
our schools. policies are 
anachronistic, Smith seemed 
very optimistic and excited about 
a grading proposal that is 
“realistic for the 1970’s.”’ 

A task force on ‘Marketing 
BCC” was established for what 
President Smith calls ‘‘mostly 
public relations.”’ The charge of 
the force is to outline recom- 
mendations on how-to improve 


BCC’s image among community 
business and __ prospective 
students. Dr. Smith expressed 
concern that we firmly establish 
in the community mind what we 
can offer—and also what we 
can't. 

The recommendations of the 
Task Force on an improved 
evaluation process is now in the 
limelight as the governance 
proposal is debated and 
established. A Human Op- 
portunities task force, headed by 
Don Jones of the Urban League, 
was established to form guidance 
for students entering the com- 
munity from the college. 

Other task forces’. of 
predominantly basic  ad- 
ministrative concerns are the 
Task Force to Rewrite the 
Professional Staff Handbook, 


chaired by Jack Foster; the Task 


Force to develop a college-wide 
remedial program, headed by 
Harold Sunshine; a task force to 
develop a Faculty Loading 
Formula, headed by Mort 
Goldberg; and a Task Force 
interested in bringing continuing 
education into the college 
mainstream, headed by Gino 
Canale. 

President Smith spent the 
greater part of the interview 
praising the recommendations of 
the grading policy task force. 
After eight-months of work, the 
task force had formulated an

outline recommendation which 
focuses on the ability of the 
student to succeed, not his ten- 
dency to fail. Smith was visibly 
anticipating the establishment of 
this policv on our campus. He 


implied that the recom- 


mendations of this task force 
made the value of the practical 
use of these forces self-evident. 
The task forces have, therefore, 
firmly established themselves as 
an influential force in future 
campus affairs. 


Engineering Science Difficult Curriculum

The most difficult curriculum 
by far here at BCC is the 
engineering science program. To 
those of you who think that 
Broome is ‘Front Street High,” 
the students in engineering 
science will tell you different. 

The primary purpose of the 
engineering science curriculum 
is to prepare students for tran- 
sfer to four-year engineering 
colleges. As a matter of fact, 
Broome is a member of the New 
York State Two-Year-Four-Year 
Engineering College Curriculum 
Study Committee, whose purpose 
is to “facilitate the transfer to 
four year colleges, with junior 


standing, of two year college 
graduates from engineering 
science programs.”’ This transfer 
is guaranteed with the recom- 
mendation of the department at 
BCC. 

Entrance requirements for 
entering freshmen are Math 12, 
physics, and chemistry. 
Generally, they are in the top 25 
percent of their graduating 
classes. While here at Broome, 
they take a wide variety of 
courses, including some liberal 
arts courses, but the majority are 
mathematics and engineering 
courses. Next year, under the 
new curriculum, students will be 
required to take physical 
education and computer 
programming. Since the 


curriculum is especially difficult, 
the students are required to work 
extra hard; however, students 
who transfer to four-year in- 
stitutions usually do as well as or 
better than they did here at 


Broome, and they usually do — 


better than the median at their 
four-year schools. Students who 
elect to transfer usually go to 
such institutions as RPI, 
Clarkson, Syracuse University, 
Buffalo, and RIT. 

In a recent interview, Irvin C. 
Simser, department chairman, 
siad, ‘‘The college is disap- 
pointed that we don’t attract 
more students from the local 
area. The area is_ highly 
technologically oriented and we 
should be getting more stu- 
dents.’”’ Although most of the 
students transfer to four-year 
institutions, a few go right to 


work. The main jobs available to. 


graduates of a_ two-year 
engineering science programs 
are as research technicians. 

Simser also said, ‘“‘We are 
disappointed that we don’t get 
many women students.’’ He 


stated that in the 14 graduating 
classes of engineering science 
students, there have been only six 
women. He also said that job

possibilities for women engineers 
are good. In fact, some com- 


panies will hire just women 
because they’re women. ‘

Grading Proposal Summarize 


The grading proposals of the 
college Task Force on Grading 
Practices reflect the growing 
interest among both students and 
faculty on grading systems. This 
important aspect of academic 
life has until recent years 
remained more or less stagnant. 
With the advent of new> 
educational methods and goals 


however, re-evaluation of 
grading policies is now 
necessary. 


_The following objective article 
summarizes the report of the 
Task Force on Grading Practices 
at BCC. At the heart of its report 
are several key  recom- 
mendations that could 
drastically alter the academic 
set-up of Broome Community 


College. Therefore, careful 
scrutiny of this summary is 
urged.

Summary of grading proposal 
and other recommendations of 
the Task Force on Grading 
Practices: The major change 


from the current BCC grading 


system proposed by the Task 
Force is the elimination of F 
grades. Grades will include A, B, 
C, D, I(incomplete), AU (audit), 
and NC (no credit) only. A 


proposal to create a system of |

has been dropped. 

The NC grade will indicate that 
a student is not successfully 
meeting the objective of a course 
up to-that- point. Grade point 
averages would then’ be 
calculated only on the basis of A, 
B, CandD grades. In view of this 
revision, the Task Force has 
further recommended that the 
GPA. requirement for 
graduation be raised to 2.00. 


The NC grade would also come 
into play in cases on withdrawal 
from a course. Should a student 
withdraw from a course after the 
third week of classes, an NC will 
appear on his or her transcript. If 
the student withdraws prior to 
the beginning of the fourth week 
of classes, no record will appear. 


Under the proposal, a student 
must demonstrate progress 
toward achieving a degree in his 
program of study. After being 
officially enrolled in 11 semester 
hours of course work a student 
unable to maintain a grade of C 
or better in 25 per cent of his total 
cumulative semester hours will 
be dismissed. 


After having been dismissed 
from one program, a student may 
petition for immediate re- 
admission. A student’s petition 


@ will initially be acted upon by a 


departmental or divisional 
committee and then, if additional 
action is required, by a divisional 
or administrative committee. 


The Task Force reports also for 
continued re-evaluation of the 
college’s grading system. 
research will be 
conducted to determine several 
factors: 1) if the precentage of 
NC’s issued exceeds the per- 
centage of F’s assigned over the 
past ten years, 2) if the per- 
centage of NC’s currently given 
would exceed the number of F’s 
had the NC grade not existed, 3) 
if the percentage of current C and 
D grades increases or decreases 
in comparison with previous 
years. A committee to review 
this data would be established, 
and this committee could con- 
linue to evaluate the new grading 
system to assure that it remains 
flexible and sensitive with regard 
to new developments in 
educational philosophy. 


The option of enrolling in 
courses on an audit basis will be 
made available if the Task Force 
recommendations are accepted. 
Those students enrolling in audit, 
or non-credit courses would be 
accepted on a_ space-available 
basis, with first priority in 
enrollment going to students 
wishing credit in the particular 
course. Students enrolling in a 
course for audit are expected to 
have all necessary prerequisites 
for the course. Students may 
transfer from credit to auditor or 
vice versa ina course before a set 
deadline. Students completing a - 
course by audit will receive the 
grade AU on their record in place 
of credit grades. To receive a 
credit for-such a course they 
must re-register in the course at 
a later date or existing credit-by- 
exam tests. The effects of the AU 
grade on financial contribution 
through State and Federal aid 
have not yet been determined. 


Other proposals directly tied in 
with he new grading system 
were made by the Task Force. 
The Task Force has recom- 
mended that the concept of 
probation be eliminated at BCC. 
Another proposal would have 
the names of students receiving 
NC grades in 50 per cent or more 
of their total course work, after 
being officially enrolled in at 
least five courses, being sent to 
the counseling center. The 
counseling center would then 
formulate plans of actions to 
assist students on this list. A third 
proposal suggests that industiral 
institutions and colleges actively 
engaged in recruiting on campus 
should be kept informed of the 
status of the BCC grading 
system. 


The Task Force report also 
lists several experimental 
proposals designed to provide 
students with more direct in- 
volvement in the determination 
of their final grades. One such 
program would be to conduct 
self-study courses in which the 
student learns at his own pace 
through the use of programmed 
texts and selected tapes. Special 
consideration would be given to 
“slow learners.” 


Another system currently 


being experimented with is one in 
which a students evaluates 
himself and then in concurrence 
with the instructor arrives at a 
mutually acceptable grade. 


Yet another experiment is one 
in which all students enrolled ina - 


course receive guaranteed A 7% 
This system would & 
supposedly eliminate on the § 
content of the subject matter, 2 


grades. 


which should be the real focus of 
education. 


A fourth experimental system S 


is on in which students amass 
points. toward a final grade 
through assignments, tests, and 
papers. These points are added, 
not averaged. and if enough 
points have been accumulated to 
successfully complete the course, 
the students may elect to finish 
the term as non-active members 
of the~class. By this system, _ 
students are not penalized for 
failure to complete tests, papers 
and assignments. Further, 
students may raise their final 


grade by requesting extra 
assignments. 
Under the Task Force 


proposal, students would be 
allowed to repeat courses with 
the object of obtaining a higher 
mark. Only the highest mark for 
a course would be recorded on 
the external transcript. All grade 
point averages would be com- 
puted on the basis of grades 
recorded on the external tran- 
script. The current honor system 
would be retained. 


To conclude, the Task Force 
recommends the elimination of F 
grades, and the re-evaluation of 
current withdrawal, dismissal, 
and probation standards. Fur- 
ther, the report suggests con- 
tinued evaluation of the BCC 
grading system and the _ in- 
troduction of new methods of 
learning to stimulate student 
participation in the deter- 
mination of final grades.

“...A Step Forward”

‘Education is intended to be a 
refined and efficient process of 
learning. The measurement of 
educational achievement is 
essential to effective education.” 
This statement was given by the 
Task Force on Grading Prac- 
lices. This measurement may 
come through one’s’ own 


evaluation of his or her learning | 


or through the commonly ac- 
cepted method of grading. 
Recently, the grading policy at 
BCC has been overhauled. The 
ominous F grade has been 
replaced by the NC or, ‘no 
credit’, as has the W, WP, and 
WF. Positive reinforcement best 
describes this new system, No 
longer will the student be 
penalized for a weakness in a 
particular subject. Instead the 
strengths held in subjects will be 
what is emphasized. The case of 
’ the student who gets three A's. a 
B, and anF is always cited in that 
what could have been an ex- 


ceptional cumulative grade point 
average was lowered due to this 
student's weakness in math, With 
the new policy, the F will not 
appear on any transcript and 
therefore will not be figured into 
the GPA. 


Another addition on the scene 
is the audit grade. Now, a student 
may be allowed to sit in on a 
course without being responsible 
for any homework, tests, etc., 
strictly for the purpose of lear- 
ning. No credit is given for this 
course, as it is solely for one’s 
own learning, and appears as an 
AU on the transcript. ; 


The I grade, too, has changed 
some in its appearance. ‘I’ now 
represents “incomplete work to 
be made up within one year by 
special arrangement with the 
instructor and-or department.”’ 

The new system is good in 
several respects. In its com- 
municability, it is meaningful to 
the student, parent, other  in- 
stitutions and employers alike. In 


its simplicity, the new grades will 
avoid misunderstanding and 
confusion. We now have the 
objective of grading ac- 
complished in the simplest and 
most precise manner possible. 

Does the abolishment of the F 
lake the incentive of the student, 
as some, opponents of the new- 
grading policy claim? This is like 
saying the attitudes and drives of 
a person can be molded by some 
intangible entity. Students are 
mature enough by this stage to 
know what has to be done to 
acheive success in a course and 
do not need. an F hanging over 
their heads to do so. 


Perhaps, as a secondary point 
of interest, we should point out 
that the new grading policy 
transfers very nicely out to other 
schools and is generally well 
accepted. 

The new grading policy is a big 
slep forward for BCC. It is the 
first step in recognizing students 
as adults who don’t need 
penalties to make them perform.

I find it hard to-believe that the 
students on this campus are so 
afraid of a few marks on paper. 
After having discovered what the 
Task Force on Grading Policy 
had put forward for acceptance, I 
was appalled. The students, etc. 
that made up the Task Force are 
supposed to represent the 
responsible intelligent voice of 
the campus community. This 
group of upstanding adults 
presented, in their original 
proposal, the concept of a double 
(ranscript. This concept utilizes 
an internal and an external 
transcript. The internal tran- 
script is a record of all courses 
taken and all grades earned, 
which include the F grades and 
the W grades. The external 
transcript which goes out to other 


schools and to prospective em- 
ployers, this was to record only 
A,B,C, and D grades, or, in other 
words, this record tells a half 
truth.

But by the intervention of a 
virtuous faculty association, the 
two transcript concept was ruled 
out. In its stead, all grades other 
than A,B,C, and D grades are 
recorded as NC, or no credit, 
except for the AU, or audit 
grades.

One way 
or the other, we are being taught 
by society to lie about our 


achievement. What will other ~ 


more virtuous members of the 
academic community think of 
this?

IEEE Budget 
Approved

A precedent was set at the 
Senate meeting of January 29. 
The Institute of Electrical and 
Electronic Engineers (IEEE) 
had its budget of $302.00 passed, 
thus becoming the first club on 
campus to change its status from 
a curriculum club to a non 
curriculum club, and have a 
budget authorized. This $302.00 is 
in addition to the $186.00 the club 
received at the beginning of the 
academic year. All curriculum 
clubs receive $2.00 per member 
at the top of the year. 

At the January 22 meeting, 
President Sigmund Smith related 
incidents of a recent court case 


involving the University of 
Nebraska, concerning the 
legality of mandating activity 
fees The earrt nnheld the right-of 
a college to demand the payment 
of activity fees. Thus, the 
referendum on the matter which 
had been planned for this year 
has been abandoned. 

An academic grievance 
procedure is in the formulation 
stage, and received an en- 
dorsement from Vice-President 
Ronald Horvath. 


President Smith, and Vice- 
Presidents Horvath, Gary 
Reddig, and William Thaler are 
tentatively scheduled to answer 
student’s questions at the 
February 20 meeting, in the SUB 


State Aid 


Increase Sought 


Increasing the basic state aid 
formula from $621 to $670 a year 
per student, removing the $35 
super-maximum limitation per 
student, and establishing state 
support according to the relative 
costs of curriculum categories 
are among the major provisions 
in new community college 
legislation recommended last 
month by the State University 
Board of Trustees to Gov. 
Malcolm Wilson. 

The proposed legislation is in 
three segments, with adoption of 
each segment recommended 
each year for the next three. 

Additional financial support in 
the 1974-75 budget year 
the increased 
operating costs faced by the 38 
community colleges since the 
present ceilings were established 
in 1970. 

Nassau, Suffolk, Jefferson and 
Erie Community Colleges would 
have their aid figures boosted 
from $518 to $558 a year per 
student, as they are the only four 
that do not participate as ‘‘full 
opportunity’ colleges. All the 
others would receive $670 per 
student under the proposed 
legislation. ; 

So-called middle range 
proposals—to be effective for the 
1975-76 budget year—consists 
mainly of ° regularizing 
budgeting, accounting, aid 
payment and review procedures. 

Among these is a provision for 
additional relief for communities 


with low property values, which 
are required to support their 
institutions through extremely 
high tax rates. 

The recommendation to 
establish an aid formula based on 
relative costs of curricula in 
specified categories would not 
take effect until the 1976-77 
budget year. This recognizes the 
varying expenses associated with 
different curricula. 


The trustees’ recommendation 
would continue the state support 
of $150 a year per student for 


those enrolled in technical 
programs, as these generally 
require more expensive 


laboratory equipment. 

The State University estimates 
that the cost of implementing the 
changes in the aid package will 
Be $7,200,000 for the 1974-75 
college fiscal year. 

The SUNY trustees’ resolution 
has been forwarded to the 
governor for_consideration and 
submission as a program bill 
during the current legislative 
session. 

The trustees were acting in 
response to a provision in the 
1973 Omnibus Higher Education 
Act, which directed the board to 
develop a new formula for 
financing community colleges. 
These colleges enroll more than 
55 per cent of all students in the 
State University, and their total 
enrollment is 111,000 full-time 
students and 93,000 part-time.

degree of campus autonomy 
which Plan C provides . . . Some 
county legislatures seem to 
hinder the achievement of 
campus program objectives by 
rigidly applying the line item 
type control which Plan A 
provides. In this case we 
recommend a change. However 
it is in general not true that the 
MSA favors Plan C per ce, and 
not true that a college which has 
Plan A but very few of them. 
“The question seems to revolve 
around the way Plan A is em- 
ployed. If a county legislature or 
executive branch removes all 
local option for the campus and 


forces by 
diminution of quality because 
better faculty or staff members 
are not hired as a result of rigid 
adherence to a minimal salary 
for every position, or’in other 
ways hindering the procedure on 
the campus - then one could 
probably raise question about the 
ability over time of the college in 
question to achieve its objectives. 


“In summary, the ac- 
creditation of a college is only in 
question when the programs and 
processes don’t seem to work 
well. If Broome can make Plan A 
or organization Z or ratio Y work 
well, fine.””

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In a sweeping attempt to 
reorganize city development 
programs Binghamton Mayor 
Alfred J. Libous has proposed a 
consolidation of the Urban 
Renewal Agency and the Model 
Cities Agency. In addition, a city 
planning department would be 
created, giving the city in- 
dependent planning services for 
the first time in many years. 

Under the Libous plan the 
Urban Renewal Agency (BURA) 
and the Model Cities Agency 
(under control of the Community 
Development Agency) would 
remain intact and self-governing.

Then, 
January 28, Libous met with city 
council in a closed session to 
formally present the proposal. It 
is expected he will eventually 
recommend current Model Cities 


, head Henry L. Reese to assume 


the post of Community 
Development Office. 


Truckers Strike; Robison Retires 


National and International 


Violence once again erupted 
the U.S. protest scene, but this 
lime not biacks or students were 
involved, but truckers. January 
31, a truck driver was killed in 
Pennsylvania when an uniden- 
tified assailant hurled a brick 
through the front window on the 
truck he was driving, causing the 
driver to lose control and crash. 
A nation-wide truck stoppage 
was seen by drivers as 80 per cent 
effective. In Florida cities, stores 
ran out of a variety of products 
and gas stations closed for lack of 
deliveries. The truckers were 
demanding guaranteed fuel 
allotments and higher speed 
limits. An estimated 100,000 
people are jobless because of the 
strike. 


In his state of the union 
message, President Nixon 
concentrated on the energy crisis 
and international peace. Nixon 
reaffirmed his pledge to make 
America energy self-sufficient 
and warned that a lifting of the 
Arab oil embargo would not end 
the energy crisis. Nixon spoke of 
world peace as the ‘‘chief legacy 
of the eight years of presidency.” 
He stated the hope that people 
will look back on 1973 as the year 
“when America ended its longest 
war and began its longest 
peace.” 

Nixon was optimistic about the 
economy, stating flatly that there 
would be no recession. He called 
1973 a year of economic growth 
and predicted the same for 1974. 
On the subject of Watergate, 
Nixon said ‘‘one year of 
Watergate is enough’ and that he 
would never “walk away” from 
his job. The President also said 
that the special prosecutor has 
been. provided with ‘‘all the 
material he needs to conclude his 
investigation’ and called for an 
end to the Senate hearings. The 
address was interrupted by 
applause 33 times. 

In general, Republicans’ 
reaction to the speech was 
favorable. Some Republicans felt 
Nixon had taken the steam out of 


the impeachment drive. 
Democrats generally felt that the 
speech was vague, a rehash of 
past promises, and lacked the 
necessary candor to dispell the 
clouds of doubt surrounding the 
Nixon presidency. In a televised 
reply to the state of the union 
message, Senator Mike Man- 
sfield rejected Nixon’s, plea to 
end the Watergate investigation 
saying justice must be served. 
The one new item brought out 
in the state of the union message 
was a plan for national in- 
surance. The plan would 
guarantee that no one would pay 
more than $1,500 a year in 
medical expenses. For this 
protection a worker would pay 
$6.56 a month if single, $19.32 if he 
or she is .married and has 
children. The proposal was 
master-minded by Caspar 
Weinberger, secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 


As you read this article, Arab 
oil ministers are meeting in 
Tripoli to discuss, among other 
things, the possible lifting of the 
oil embargo. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger has confirmed 
that the lifting of the embargo 
will be recommended by several 
oil producing countries. Among 
these, the strongest pledge ap- 
pears to come from Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat, in 
appreciation for Kissinger’s 
efforts in negotiating the 
Egyptian-Israeli troop 
disengagement. Also on the 
agenda for the meeting is a plan 
to lower oil prices. This proposal 
is bitterly opposed by Kuwait and 
other small oil producing nations. 


Soviet President Leonid I. 
Brezhnev appears to be urging 
Cuban Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro toward a resumption of 
relations with the U.S. Brezhnev 
told a crowd in Havana that 
capitalist countries have come to 
accept the proposals of socialist 
countries for peaceful 
coexistance. He also said that 
Communists do not support the 
exporting of revolution to other 
countries, inan apparent attempt 


to moderate Castro’s support of 
left wing revolutionary 
movements in Latin America. 


News Shorts: January 28, 
President Nixon proposed a cost 
of living increase for veterans 
and an 8 per cent boost in GI 
benefits; James Earl Ray, 41, 
confessed assassin of Martin 
Luther King, won a review of his 
guilty plea in the sixth U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals; Nobel 
Prize winning biologist James D. 
Watson contended in a recent 
statement that massive federal 
funding of cancer research is ‘‘an 
unrealistic pipe dream”’ and that 
it will ‘‘not show any striking 
differences from other branches 
of science’; former scheduling 
director of the Nixon re-election 
campaign Herbert 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
lying to the FBI during the 
Watergate investigation; A fire 
in a 25-story building in Sao 
Paulo, Brazil claimed the lives of 
nearly 200 ‘people including at 
least a dozen who jumped from 
the burning building; recent 
research indicates that at least 95 
per cent of man’s technological 
achievements have been made in 
the last 25 years; at Canisius 
College in Buffalo a drawing 
depicting college president Rev. 
James Demske in the nude 
caused negative reactions from 
the school’s officials. The 
drawing appeared as the cen- 
terfold of the school’s newspaper.

In an almost totally unex- 
pected move, Congressman 
Howard W. Robison announced 
his retirement after more than 17 
years as the representative from 
the 27th Congressional district. 
January 29, Robison delivered a 
three-page statement to the 
press, citing health and family, 
and a desire to help the nation 
move ‘‘beyond the agony of 
Watergate.” Robison felt that the 
pressure of campaigning would 
detract from his ability to deal 
with the crucial issues facing the 
House of Representatives this 
year, especially the upcoming 
impeachment decision. Both 
area Democrats and Republicans 
showered praise on the departing 
Robison. 

The departure of Robison 
presages a monumental race to 
fill the 27th District seat. Area 
Democrats appear at this writing 
to favor James McCabe, a state 
assemblyman. McCabe has not 


definitely committed himself to . 


run, however, he has stated that 
he is ‘‘considering the 
possibilities’. Another potential 
candidate is former Tompkins 
County district attorney Matthew 
F. McHugh. 


On the Republican side 
possible candidates include 
Broome County Executive Edwin 
L. Crawford, who has expressed 
some interest in the past. Should 
Crawford win the representative 
spol, competition for the county 
executive post- would un- 
doubtedly be fierce, potential 
candidates including county 
legislator Earle Ridley, county 
attorney John Murray, and 
Democratic Planning Com- 
missioner Joseph Missavage.

Early in the morning of Sep- 
tember 14, 1973, a young man by 
the name of I disembarked off a 
Pan American jet at JFK In- 
ternational Airport in New York 
City. My destination was 
Binghamton, N.Y., to be a full- 
time student of Broome Com- 
munity College. For me it had 
been a long, wearisome but 
enjoyable 12-hour journey from 
Accra, Ghana, with stops at 
Robertsfield, Liberia and Dakar, 
Senegal. Thousands of miles 
away from my home country of 
Ghana, I was in a new country 
called the United States of 
America. 

I am the last born ina family of 
six—three boys and three girls. 
My parents are both retired 
educators; my father, a former 
district and -senior education 
officer, my mother, a former 
elementary school and domestic 
science teacher. I had completed, 
altogether, 13 years of elemen- 

tary and secondary education by 
June 1972. All my brothers and 
sisters have completed their 
undergraduate college 
education, with the two brothers 


~-and two sisters now in graduate 


school. Together we are a very 
happy family. 

Ghana is a-small country, 
approximately 94,000 square 
miles in West Africa. It is 
bounded on the south by the Gulf 
of Guinea and Atlantic Ocean— 
and on the north, east and west 
by three French speaking 
countries, Upper Volta, Togo and 
Ivory Coast. Until its in- 
dependence on March 6, 1956, it 
was a British colony known as the 
Gold Coast. The name of Ghana 
is synonymous with gold. It is the 
fourth largest world producer of 
gold and the largest producer of 
cocoa. Led by the late Dr. 
Kwame Nkrumah of cherished 
memory, Ghana’s early in- 
dependence provided the in- 
spiration and example for most of 
the then dependent African 
states, thus spear-heading the 
spate of independence which 
characterized the African scene 
of the late ’50’s and early ’60’s. 


With the overthrow of Kwame 
Nkrumah by an army coup in 
February, 1966, Ghana’s first 
republic ended; the second 
republic lasted only from 1969 to 
1972, also ousted by a military 
coup. 

The population of the country 
according to the 1970 census is 8.5 
million, but ata growthrate of 2.7 
per cent, now approximately 9 
million. Ghana has nine ad- 
ministrative regions, each with 
its. capital and regional com- 
missioner. The capital city, 
population 600,000, is Accra. The 
status of settlements, whether 
city, town, village or hamlet is 
determined by population size: 
over 100,000 qualifies for a city. 
Apart from Accra, there are two 
other cities, Kumasi and 
Sekandi-Takoradi, both regional 
capitals. All the other six 
regional capitals are in the uban 
or municipal class, over 60,000 
with one yet to be. officially 
declared a city. Being Africa’s

third economic power after 
Egypt and neighboring Nigeria, 
Ghanians enjoy a high standard 
of living third in rank after Libya 
and Zambia. 

Only four degrees north of the 
equator, Ghana is a_ tropical 
country. The average tem- 
peratures range from 72 degrees 
to 86 degrees F., with the tem- 
peratures getting higher nor- 
thwards. Much of the country is 
in the Guinea Savanna belt with 
tropical woodland, tropical 
evergreen and swampy 
vegetation dominating in a few 
places. There are two distinct 
seasons, wet and dry. The dry 
season starts from the north 
around early November as the 
northeast trade winds approach 
from. the Sahara belt with dry, 
low humidity and _ dust-laden 
winds. The reason is known as 
the Harmattan-a name for the 
winds. It usually lasts till late 
January. There are two main wet 
seasons, a small and a big one.

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The big rainy season starts in 
late April in some parts of the 
country and lasts till early July.

Other than gold and cocoa, 
Ghana is among the leading 
producers of hardwood timber 
and its many by-products, in- 
dustrial diamond, and 
manganese. Ghana’s main ex- 
ports and imports pass through 
its harbors on about 250 miles of 
coastland at Takoradi and Tema. 
Completed in 1963, the Tema 
harbor is the most extensive on 
the whole continent. Built around 
this town only eighteen miles east 
of the capital of Accra is a 
modern model township rapidly 
approaching city status, which 


houses the greatest con- 
centration of industries in the 
country, 


Six miles westward from the 
Central Regional capital of Cape 
Coast, capital of the country until 
1898, is the small town of Elmina, 
my home town. The people of the 
Central Region are 
predominantly Fantse, one of the 
two major languages in the Akan 
speaking group, a group which 
constitutes about 60 per cent of 
the country’s, population. 

Altogether, there are about ten 
main languages in the country; 
English is the national language 
like’ in most 
colonies. To study the history of 
Africa, or more so West Africa, 
without seeing the name Elmina 
is incredible. At the beginning of 
the European exploration era of 
the fifteenth century Elmina was 
the first landing spot of the fleets 
in West Africa in 1471. Starting 
with the Portuguese, Dutch, 
Danish, English, Dutch and 
finally the English, Elmina 
flourished as a trading entreport 
anda city-state insome respects. 
During the Trans-Atlantic Slave 
Trade era which helped develop 
the New World, Elmina served as 
one of the main ports of call with 
some of its inhabitants offering 
their services as merchants in 
the inhuman trade. Elmina’s 
legacy from those periods are its 
famous castle built in 1482, fort, 
European cemetery and oldest 
Roman Catholic chapel south of 
the Sahara among others. Elmina 
is thus a great tourist center.

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Financial Aid Studied 


The long ranging commitment 
made by former Governor 
Nelson Rockefeller towards post- 
secondary education in New York 
State has resulted in one of the 
best college systems to be found 
anywhere in the world. This 
commitment was simply and 
eloquently stated by the Kappel 
Task Force some years ago: 

“Every New York State high 
school graduate with the desire 
and ability to pursue post- 
secondary education should be 
provided full opportunity to do so 
without regard to financial 
ability, sex, race, or geographic 
residence in the state’. 

In attempting to carry out this 
directive, state education fun- 
ding has steadily increased from 
less than $100 million in 1960 to 
$872.1 million in 1972-73. In 1972-73 
New York State granted 290,200 
awards totaling some $39.8 
million in scholarship and grant 
funds. The Regents Scholarship 
program provided $33.7 million in 
direct aid to students. An ad- 
ditional $33.2 million was 
provided under the four state 


Educational Opportunity 
Programs. The Higher 
Education Assistance Cor- 


poration made available ap- 
proximately $160 million in 
student loans. 

The ever increasing state aid to 
education has resulted in a 
proliferation of programs 
without central administration. 
Four different state agencies 
have responsibility for the six- 
teen current aid programs. The 


.best manner of improvement of 


financial aid to students would 
thus be to totally reorganize the 
administration of aid programs. 

With this in mind, the state 
legislature’s Committee on 
Higher Education has drawn upa 


preliminary report recom- 
mending the creation of one state 
agency to administer public aid 
to students. The report points out 
the following difficulties with the 
present situation: 


1) A student may have to 
complete 10 or more separate 
applications for financial aid, if 
he can learn of all available 
programs. 

2) Many eligible students do 
not apply for aid. 

3) Part time students cannot 
benefit from most present aid 
programs. 

4) The small average awards 
and large number of part-time 
students who do not benefit from 
the state aid programs indicate 
that there may be a need for new 
or increased programs. 

5) The exclusion of certain 
students from aid programs may 
be causing people to borrow more: 
that they can repay. ‘ 

6) The long delays in the 
processing of all aid forms often 
create liquidity problems for the 
student and his family. 

7) There are widely varying 
determinants of award amounts 
which often do not equitably 
assess financial need. 

A comprehensive _ state 
financial aid administrative 
program could remedy many of 
these problems and help unify 
existing programs, thus giving 
better services to students, the 
report concludes. = 

The proposed financial aid 
administration would be called 
the New York State Higher 
Education Services Corporation. 
The corporation would either 
partially or totally undertake the 
existing student financial aid 
services. Among measures the 
proposed corporation would

institute are: 1) establishment of 
a single comprehensive aid 
application form; 2) unification 
of eligibility criteria; 3) the 
creation of standardized 
procedure for determination of 
the amount of aid awarded; and 
4) the establishment of a com- 
puter-based operation to apede 
processing and provide better 
overall services. 


The model for the 
reorganization of state financial 
aid is the Pennsylvania Higher 
Education Assistance Agency. 
This program consolidates all 
state administered student aid 
programs under one joint ad- 
ministration. The PHEAH 
almost completely computer 
operated. Data terminals in each 
of -the Pennsylvania state 
colleges makes computer 
communication instantaneous. 
Computer capacity makes ad- 
ministrative cost low. And this 
computer system allows for 
continued re-evaluation of each 
individual student’s financial 
status. { 

The PHEAA system divides 
financial aid into three com- 
prehensive programs: 
scholarships, loans, and work- 
study. The loan program is’ 
tremendously efficient. It takes 
just three weeks from receipt of 
student application to the day of 
loan acceptance. 


New York State’s collegiate 
programs and related financial 
aid programs are superior to 
almost any other programs. 
However, the need for central 
administration is most pressing. 
The recommendations of the 
state legislature’s Committee on 
Higher Education are most 
impressive and timely.

~ Cosell

It was inevitable that a book 
should be written about Howard 
Cosell. His long association with 
sports, the success of his fight 
broadcasts and of ‘‘Monday 
Night Football’ made it so. And 
after reading Cosell I believe it 
was inevitable that only one man 
could have written the book: 
Cosell himself. I don’t think any 
other writer could have done it 
and retained his sanity. 

The book is one sustained ego 
trip. The first three chapters, 
supposedly concerned with the 
1972 Olympics, end up as 1) a 
lengthy complaint that Cosell is 
terribly misunderstood and 
unjustly attacked, and 2) an 
equally lengthy eulogy of Cosell’s 
journalistic excellence. This sets 
the tone for the entire book. In 
subsequent chapters, Cosell 
contends that he is an 
unequivocable liberal (he con- 
tinually mentions his respect for 
John Kennedy and Martin Luther 
King), a highly qualified social 
critic, the greatest sports an- 
nouncer that ever lived, and the 
most disparaged. man since 
Judas. 

Also in the first three chapters, 
Cosell lives up to his image of 
unaccountable cruelty by con- 
tinually reminding the reader 
that the 1972 Olympics took place 
in the land of Hitler. Through 
those chapters he mentions 
either Hitler, World War II, or 
Nazism a half dozen times, in- 
sinuates that the whole purpose 
of the games was for Germany to 
atone for its past sins, and con- 
tests the German officials’ 


handling of the crisis. Come on, _ 


Howard. Germany has long since 
paid for its past by suffering 
through thousands of insults 
(such as Cosell’s), paying 
millions to Israel, and by freely 
donating its artistic and scientific 
genius to the world. Cosell’s 
comments are, to borrow a 
phrase from his own boxing 
lexicon, hitting below the belt. 

The next two chapters force us 
suffer through an extended name 
dropping session. Gee, Howard 
Cosell was friends with Jackie 
Robinson. Wow, Vince Lombardi 
once said hello to Howard. Oh, 
brother! 

Finally, in Chapter VII (the 
chapters are listed with Roman 
numerals, as if this were Homer 
rather than Howard), we get 


some autobiographical _ in- 


formation. The familiar pattern _ 


repeats. Howard mentions the 
disastrous effects of being Jewish 
(slighting Catholics and again 
mentioning Hitler), then, for 


several chapters, launches into a~ 


detailed explanation of his 
CLIMB TO GREATNESS 
(honestly, thats the way it 
reads). 


Finally Howard pumps life in 
the book with a long section on 
the most colorful sports 
character of the decade— 
Muhanimad Ali. Of course, if you 
believe Cosell, it wasn’t speed, 
power, or courage that made Ali 
great—it was Cosell. Oh well, At 
least Ali dominates most of this 
section, a blessed relief from the 
rest of the book. And for once, 
Cosell seems to have a valid 
reason for praising himself; he 
was the first sports commentator 
to call Ali by his chosen name, 
and he did support Ali through 
the long draft case. But, 
strangely, Ali comes off second 
best to George Foreman. Since 
his great fight against Joe 
Frazier, Foreman has fought just 
twice, both times against bum-of- 
the-month club _ veterans. 
Foreman’s wife has left him, he 
has deserted his manager, and 
disappointed the fight fans of the 
world. Cosell’s adulation of him 
seems, well, typically Cosell. 


In continuing  self-praise, 
Cosell maintains that Monday 
Night Football has changed the 
lives of Americans, thus claiming 
to be both a sociologist and a pied 
piper. Then Cosell slights the 
fans as illiterate, inconsiderate 
slobs. Where would he be without 
them? Still a Brooklyn lawyer (if 
he hadn't been disbarred by 
now). 


The cover blurb calls this one 
of the “best sports books of our 
times.”” Bull. It is a sham, a 
senseless. tirade, and a boring 
combination of personal 
philosophy and unrelieved self- 
acclaim. Cosell cannot compare 
with such excellent recent sports 
books as The Boys of Summer or 
The City Game. In one bit of 
pseudo-honesty Cosell states he 
is ‘‘arrogant, pompous, ob- 
noxious, vain, cruel, verbose, and 
a show-off.” I believe I speak for 
the entire sporting public when I 
say that that remark is long 
overdue. At $8.95 this book is not 
a steal—is is grand larceny.

system and mass media. You 
learn of the American war for 
independence, etc; you learn 
America is the world’s most 
developed and modernized 
country and the leading exponent 
of the democratic government 
system of the western block of 
the world, and above all, one of 
the two super pwoers. By the 
time a Ghanian graduates from 
secondary school he knows some 
of the geography, history and 
literature of the whole world, 
especially the United Kingdom, 
United States and West Africa. 
But the general Ghanian feeling 
about America is that it is a 
country where everything is 
almost at its best. It is a fact 
beyond a reasonable doubt that 
Ghana’s’ technological 
development is not at par with 
America’s; it’s unrealistic to 
think of what has taken nearly 
200 years of independence to 
achieve what has been achieved 
in a tenth of that time in Ghana, 
when the two countries have so 
much in difference. Ideally, in 
short, Ghanians along with most 
~ other nationals in the world over- 
accord America its due respect. 

In four and a half months in 
America, I have learned a great 
deal. What I have realized during 
my stay here to be the greatest 
misconception back home is the 
equation of the American high 
standard of living with the 
general knowledge of its 
nationals of their country itself, 
and the world beyond; a closed 
circuit, small horizon knowledge 
is what exists. Honestly, the 
Ghanian news media provides

more generalized information 
than the American, a thing I miss 
badly. , 


The first American charac- 
teristic I had to learn painfully 
was a lower level of hospitability 
in contrast to he world-known 
warm Ghanian hospitality. 
Foreigners are treated dif- 
ferently from nationals by 
Ghanians, more like royalty; 
they are given and served the 
best in everything. This 
characteristic wasn’t entirely 
new to me, because it is general 
knowledge in Ghana that it is 
what exists in most other 
countries, but its reality appalled 
me in the early weeks of my stay. 
I missed the feel of friendliness. 


I have discovered that most 
Americans think of a continent 
(Africa) more in terms of a 
country and most surprising of 
all, one of jungles, sinister 
animals and worst of all, un- 
civilized people, ignorant of the 
fact that civilization had its roots 
in the Middle East and spread 
through the whole of Africa 
centuries ago. The mass of the 
questions asked me are spread 
with stark ignorance. Not 
withstanding, I have greatly 
enjoyed my stay here thus far. 
Being exposed to a different 
culture, I am gradually but in- 
directly being assimilated. I like 
my new home._My involvement 


in social activities, and above all 


in student government in this 
college was prompted by my 
personal philosophy to help make 
any community I live in a better 
place for all. I want to feel‘ I’m 
part of the community.

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QUESTION: What causes sleepiness besides 
simple physical exhaustion? I often become 
sleepy in class, while reading, even while par- 
licipa ting in sex. It doesn’t seem to be related to 
the amount of sleep I had the night before. 
Sometimes I feel good all day after four hours of 
sleep, while other times I’m sleepy after eight 
hours. 

ANSWER: Individual sleep requirements are a 

mysterious matter. About 90 per cent of people, 
usually need between 6 and 9 hours sleep to 
function well. There are a few people who func- 
tion well on a continual basis with less than six 

hours sleep and there are some unusual people 
who require more than nine hours sleep a night. 
Often people who require a great deal of sleep 
are in good physical health but have emotional 
difficulties making it hard for them to face each 
day. 

Sleepiness during the day is often a matter of 
how involved a person is with what they are 
doing and boring activities tend to increase 
drowsiness. It is notuncommon for people to feel 
very sleepy after eating as well. You are 
however, the only person I have heard of who 
complains of falling asleep during sex. Usually 
people feel sleepy or contented or relaxed after 
intercourse but are too involved to fall asleep 
during intercourse. There is a condition known 
as narcolepsy in which a person has episodic 
uncontrollable sleepiness which can _ occure 
anytime including during intercourse. Such a 
condition should be investigated by a physician 
experienced in dealing with these things; this is 
usually a neurologist.

QUESTION: Several weeks ago my boyfriend 
and I engaged in anal sex. Since then I have had 
a bad case of constipation. Drug store laxatives 
seem to have no effect on me. I was wondering if 
my experience of a couple of weeks ago could 
possibly be related to my present difficulties as I 
have never been greatly constipated before. 
ANSWER: Anal intercourse can result in a 
tearing of the skin that lines the anal sphincter 
which would result in painful defecation until 
such tears are healed up. Painful defecation 
almost inevitably leads to constipation. On the 
other hand, anxiety can work wonders in 
producing constipation and lasts a great deal 
longer than it takes for a superficial skin tear to 
heal. 

Anal intercourse without the use of a condom 
carries with it a very real risk of urethral in- 
fection in the man; serious vaginal or bladder 
infections in the woman can occure if genital 
intercourse follows under these circumstances.

we have with a particular person is obviously 
determined by personality factors, but may also 
be affected by such things as common interests, 
physical or sexual appeal, necessity, need and 
convenience, Like you, I too am puzzled why 
some relationships just don’t seem to go even 
though all the apparent elements of success are 
present. Equally as confusing, but more fun to 
contemplate and be involved in, are the 
relationships that seem to start with an in- 
stantaneous closeness and understanding, 
almost as if there is some sort of chemical or 
physical reaction between the people involved.

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Therefore, the likelihood of contamination with 
bacteria is higher. Much of the contamination 
occurs after the food is processed, since the 
processing itself has sterilizing effects. Canned 
dogfood is probably cleaner than the dried stuff. 


Dog food is also made from parts of animals ° 


considered at least esthetically unpleasant to 
contemplate eating, such as eyes, snouts, udders 
and intestines. Some of the animals used in feed 
have died of natural causes rather than having 
been slaughtered while healthy. 

Nutritionally, dog food may be better than 
some terribly deficient human diets, but by no 
means would it be considerable really adequate. 
The taste is also undesirable by most human 
standards, so by the time you doctored it up to 
make it platable and nutritious, I doubt if you’d 
be saving any money. You would be better off 
using one of the many available cook books 


featuring inexpensive menus. Sources’ of free — 


information about food are: Cooperative Ex- 
lension Services from you local Agricultural 
college and Office of Information, U.S. Dept. of 
Agriculture, Wash., D.C. 20250:

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QUESTION: Could you please give me some 
information about migraine headaches? For 
instance what is the cause and can going on the 
birth control pill six months ago have any effect 
upon the onset of my first migraine headache? I 
have heard thal they are a sign of intelligence, is 
there any truth to this? Do they have to do with 
tension? Are there any hereditary factors? 
ANSWER: Migraine headaches are caused by a 
disturbance of function of small arteries in and 
outside of the head which results in an unusual 
constriction followed by painful enlargement of 
the arteries. These headaches typically are 
preceeded by visual changes, including flashing 
lights and blind spots, as well as by certain 
sensory changes such as numbness in a hand or 
leg. The headache itself pulses and is usually 
restricted to one side of the head. Many of these 
headaches are extremely mild and easily 
stopped by aspirin or other medication at the 
first signs of the headache but, sometimes they 
are very severe and disabling. They are often 
associated with nausea and vomiting. There is a 
familiar pattern and many sufferers have the 
headache when they are under pressure or when 
they are tense. Migraine is an unlikely sign of 
intelligence but, one would expect them to be 
more common in striving, success-oriented 
people. 

There appears to be a fairly definite increase 
in incidence of migrainous headaches in women 
taking the birth control pill. Women with 
preexisting mild migraine have had severe 
attacks with the pill and the headache has ap- 
peared for the first time in many women after 
they began the pill. Many physicians feel that the 
presense of migraine headache is a con- 
\raindication to the use of the birth control pill.

In the past year, a new sports 
game has hit the Triple Cities as 
well as other communities on the 
East Coast. Featured at many 
bowling alleys, bars, and 
colleges, the game’s popularity 
increases daily as people play the 
game.

Also, a good 
defensive player will usually be 
able to shoot on the opponent’s 
goal with any one of his three 
men. 

Broome has a foosball table on 
campus, located at the Union 
building. Although featuring 17 
balls for 25 cents and used a lot by 
students, it is \considered a 
“crappy” table by many foosball 
players. Too many ‘‘cheap’’ 
goals, bad rolls, and a_ hard 
playing surface are some of the 
reasons given.

BCC In Driver’s Seat

As the Hornets took to the 
hardwood January 26 against 
highly-touted Westchester 
Community College, the stage 
was apparently set for what 
could have been a highly ob- 
jectionable ‘‘record-breaking”’ 
encounter. However, as the game 
unfolded it became clearly 
evident that Broome’s hoopsters 
were in the ‘drivers seat.’ 
Capitalizing on seemingly every 
opportunity, the Hornets jumped 
to a commanding first half lead 
and literally demoralized the 
opposition with a relentless 
assault of uncanny shooting 
accuracy. 

It seemed fitting that the 
Hornet quintet would choose this 
night to synchronize their 
physical machinery, as an 
aggregation of representatives 
from each of Coach Baldwin’s 
teams since 1947 were on hand at 
the Arena, to celerate his 600 plus 
wins. Lee Strubeck, somewhat 
shackled by uncharacterestically 
poor shooting displays of late, 
slashed through the Vikings with 
‘a brilliant 34 points, 12 assists, 
and eight rebound performance. 
Lending further potency to the 
Broome offense were the 24 and 
21 point contributions doled out 
by the consistent front court pair 
of Bill Kenville and Sonny 
Gooden. Supplementing the 
scoring efforts was their ability 
to control the defensive boards, 
thereby preventing Westchester 
from getting more than one 
opportunity to score. 

Also making a noteworthy 
offering was Tony ‘‘Blue’’ 
Tomesheski who chipped in with 
13. points. while replacing 
quicksilver guard Ollie Savage, 
out with an injury. Winning this 
game by sucha large margin (14 
points) and against a formidable 
foe, once again proved that the 
Hornets have the inherent ability 
and determination to win, even 
though their backs are to the 
wall. 

Five days after their 
exhiliarating victory, Broome 
played host to the talent-laden 
contingent from New York City 
CC in the friendly confines of the 
“Hornets Nest.”’ Much to their 
dismay, the sporadically out- 
standing team had come to play, 
and play they did! The previous 
“Hornet conquerors seemed bent 
on defeating the Hornets at home 
also. Tooth and nail, both teams 
fought. Led by the slick ball 
handling of the guard tandem of 
Serrano and Johnson, 
equally balanced scoring from 
four starters, the Bees proved to 
be a real nemesis to Broome’s 
defensive efforts all evening. 
However, the Hornets countered 
with superlative efforts from Bill 
Kenville, Kurt Storm, and Lee 
Strubeck. Unavoidably, the 
contest seemed at an impasse. 

Both squads traded baskets 
with profound regularity right up 
to the waning minutes of the 
game. Then NYCCC seemed to

assert itself a bit more than did 
the Hornets. Maintaining com- 
posure in this hard fought con- 
frontation was a difficult, if not 
insurmountable, task at best. 
Broome finally cracked ledger, 
narrowly losing 76-74 despite the 
outstanding overall play of Lee 
Strubeck with 22 points, Bill 
Kennville with 18 points, and 
underrated Kurt Storm with 14 
points. 

Suffering this narrow but 
emblematic defeat sent many 
minds to wandering. Would the 
inexplicable inconsistencies of 
this, as well as many of their 
hard-fought defeats surface 
again to haunt Coach Baldwin 
and his players?? : 

Apparently not. Broome turned 
the tide and came out the victor 
witha ‘‘resounding”’ 67-66 verdict 
as they invaded the Cannoneers 
of Jefferson Friday, February 1. 
Once again the Broome fivesome 
played in an extremely close ball 
game. Neither team gained any 
real advantage and great caution 
was exercised by both teams, 
knowing full well that virtually 
every move might prove to be 
pivotal. Ironically, the Hornets 
controlled the borads with ap- 
proximately twice as many 
rebounds. But somehow, they 
could not generate enough of- 
fense at crucial junctures so as to 
enable them to completely 
dominate the game. Strubeck 
and Kenville were troublesome 
exponents- for the defense- 
minded Cannoneers, netting 18 
and 16 points respectively, with 
nearly 50 per cent accuracy. Also 
playing a vital and instrumental 
role, particularly in the late 
slages, were Ollie Savage, Sonny 
Gooden, and reliable reserve 
Glenn Hampton. 

As the smoke lifted and the 
curtain closed, Coach Baldwin 
and his team walked away with 
rekindled hopes anda revitalized 
spirit. The Hornets proved their 
worth and that they are a team to 
be reckoned with, not ignored, in 
Region 3. 
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Some 20 hours subsequent, the 
Hornets had to travel even far- 
ther north with the unenviable 
task of challenging Region 3’s 
fourth-ranked squad, Canton 
Tech. Showing obvious signs of 
fatigue, the Hornets just could 
not get their offensive weaponry 
untracked. As the first half 
concluded Broome went shud- 
dering to the locker room with a 
seven point deficit. Unrestrained 
concern prevailed in every 
corner of the quiet locker room. 

Swiftly the Hornets came alive 
in the second half. Inspired and 
rugged board play, coupled with 
increased offensive penetration 
seemed to sent the confident 
Northmen reeling. Outside
